Employers cannot charge the 
Slate a fee for withholding stale 
income lax, according to court 
rulings announced by Illinois 
Atcy. Ccn. William J. Scott. 

The ruling resulted from a 
suit brought on behalf of all 
Illinois employers by Sherman 
Reynolds, Inc., a Chicago met¬ 
als manufacturing firm. The 
suit asked that the stale be re¬ 
quired to compensate employ¬ 
ers for work they perform In 
withholding employee’s tax for 
the Slate. 

The suit was dismissed by 
Cook County Circuit Judge Don¬ 
ald J. O'Brien on the petition 
of Calvin C. Campbell, chief of 
the attorney general's Revenue 
Litigation Department.

Growth, Development In '69 Cited at SlU-SW 



Establishment of a school of 
dental medicine, continued Aca¬ 
demic program expansion and 
another enrollment highlighted 
1969 on the Southwestern cam¬ 
pus of Southern Illinois Univer¬ 
sity. 

The dental school was estab¬ 
lished in April on recommenda¬ 
tion of the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education. Dr. Frank J. 
Sobkowski was named dean of 
the school and temporary quar¬ 
ters have been established in 
five buildings on the Alton cen¬ 
ter campus until a permanent 
building can be erected at the 
main campus. 

Selection of a faculty and de¬ 
velopment of the curriculum is 
progressing with the hope of 
enrolling th^ first dental stu¬ 
dents in September 1971. 

New academic programs be¬ 
gun during the year emphasized 
graduate study and Included the 
master of line arts degree, 
master of arts or master of 
science in economics, master of 
business administration and 
master of arts in philosophy. A 
master's degree in speech was 
pending approval of the State 
Board of Higher Education as 
the year ended., 

A graduate program in busi- 
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ness administration began for 
military and civilian personnel 
of the Military Airlift Command 
at bases throughout the U. S. 
and overseas. Courses were be¬ 
ing offered at bases in Illinois. 
California, Delaware, New Jer¬ 
sey, Oklahoma and Washington 
at year's end, with courses at 
bases in South Carolina and the 
Azores set to begin in March. 

Earlier this month graduate 
courses In urban fields began 
in Washington, D. C.,^to pro¬ 
vide on-the-job training oppor¬ 
tunities for executives of fed¬ 
eral, slate end local public 
agencies dealing with city prob¬ 
lems. 

Independent Credit 

In August the North Central 
Association of Colleges and Sec¬ 
ondary Schools approved inde- 
penient accreditation for the 
campus. Previous accreditation 
has been through the Carbon- 
dale campus. The association 
acted after a request for Inde¬ 
pendent accreditatiwi and aft¬ 
er an CKi-campus inspection, 
The accrediatlon covers bache¬ 
lor and master degree pro¬ 
grams, plus the six-year edu¬ 
cational specialist program. 

The campus continued to 
make a name for itself as an 
academic innovator. 

Ten D a n fo r t h foundation 
scholarships were awarded to 
students in the Experiment in 
Higher Education, a program

to assist educationally de¬ 
prived. Foundation officials 
said the students were selected 
because they "showed promise 
of becoming effective leaders 
in accelerating community de¬ 
velopment and human reconcil¬ 
iation." 

The program emphasizes en¬ 
hancing learning potential rath¬ 
er than a simple ''make-up" 
curriculum. In August the Ford 
foundation gave SlU-SW a $99.- 
906 grant to provide funds for 
60 additional EHE students. 

Research Grants 

Dollar volume of research 
grants climbed to $2,495,145. 
Among projects funded were 
the develc^ment of an educa¬ 
tional program for institution¬ 
alized children, a technical as¬ 
sistance pn^ram in juvenile 
delinquency for 12 states, a 
study of cell organelles for the 
National Institute of Health 
and a work-study program in 
urban affairs. 

The National Science founda¬ 
tion funded in-service training 
institutes for secondary teach¬ 
ers and for supervisors of 
science and mathematics cur¬ 
ricula. 

tinroltmem climbed to 12,152, 
an increase of 17% over the 
1968 high. Total university en¬ 
rollment, Including Carbondale, 
reached 35,154. Local enroll¬ 
ment was drawn from 85 Illi¬ 
nois counties. 33 stales in addi¬ 
tion to Illinois and 14 foreign 
countries. Madison. St. Clair 
and Macoupin counties provid¬ 
ed 75.07% of 'the total. 

The experimental Deans col¬ 
lege program for exceptional 
students enrolled 196, including 
58 freshmen. Students in the 
Deans college must have a 4.5 
grade point average on a 5- 
point scale to enter and may 
waive general studies require¬ 
ments. They are allowed to 
take advanced courses when¬ 
ever qualified. 

Space Problems 

The enrollment surge created 
severe space problems on the 
campus, with 1200 class sec¬ 
tions to be accomodated In only 


63 general classrooms. The 
pinch was Intensified because 
no new classroMn buildings 
were opened during the year. 
If the enrollment trend contlrt- 
ues upward In 1970 the campus 
may, for the first time in its 
history, be forced to limit er>- 
rollment. 

Student financial aid during 
the year topped $2 million, with 
60% of the aid going to students 
from Madison and St. Clair 
counties. 

Construction projects CMn- 
pleied during the year included 
the General Office building, $3,- 
655,858.57; a Wing of the Science 
and Technology building. $1,- 
023,426.80; and a supporting 
services building, $1,171,925.93. 
The 248 - unit family housing 
project, totaling $3,700,000. was 
ttearlng completion at year's 
end. 

Last January the Federal 
Communications Cwnmission 
approved a construction permit 
for the i^racion of a non-com¬ 
mercial frequency modulation 
radio station on the campus. 
The radio transmission tower 
was erected in the fait and 
WSIE-FM is expected to be on 
the air next spring. 

Faculty Credit 

The faculty brought credit to 
itself through a substantial 
group of publlcacions. Business 
Dean Kenneth Myers published 
a history of the Standard Rate 
apd Data Service from 1919 to 
1964. Famed dancer Katherine 
Dunham authored a book on her 
experiences in Haiti and was 
herself the subject of a biogra¬ 
phy. 

Prof. Howard Davis wrote the 
first full-length study of Frank 
Parswis, the "father'' of voca¬ 
tional guidance. On the lighter 
side, Norman Showers of the 
physical education faculty 
wrote an Illustrated book on 
bowling. 

Prof. James Kerr of the gov¬ 
ernment faculty was awarded 
a Fulbright leettireship In In-

The university's involvement 
In minority affairs was high¬ 
lighted in March by publication 
of a report from the chancel¬ 
lor's office covering such 
areas as black faculty and staff 
recruitment, special education¬ 
al programs, undergraduate en¬ 


rollment and recruitment and 
the student work program. The 
campus, with a black enroll¬ 
ment of 9.1%, rankq first mong 
major midwest universities. 

Black Faculty 

Thirteen per cent of the fac¬ 
ulty are also black. Eleven new 
black faculty^^embers joined 
the staff during 1969. 

While students were demon¬ 
strating elsewhere, SI U • S W 
students showed their concern 
for others less fortunate by con¬ 
tributing $3600 in a one-week 
campaign to help pay for a kid¬ 


ney transplant operation for an 
area high school girl. 

During Jun6 the campus be¬ 
came the entertainment capital 
of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area with the opening of the 
Mississippi River Festival.

Out of 2>/^ million pieces of 
mail processed at the local post 
office this pre-Christmas sea¬ 
son. one common, ordinary¬ 
looking parcel, wrapped in 
brown paper and tightly .sealed 
with tape, probably carries with 
it more hopes and prayers than 
all the rest combined.

Growing Differences in Roles of SlU-SW, 
Carbondale Campus Suggest Full Separation 

Senator Merrill Ottwein of Edwardsville is 
right in calling For the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education to study the feasibility of dividing the 
Southwestern and Carbondale campuses of 
Southern Illinois University to form two inde¬ 
pendent universities. 

The proposal picked up steam this week 
when Senator John Gilbert of Carbondale. head 
of the Education Subcommittee of the Senate 
committee on state-supported institutions, said 
he favors complete autonomy for the two cam¬ 
puses. He suggested that the study originate in 
the SlU administratioo for consideration by the 
SlU board and submission Co the higher educa¬ 
tion board, 

The issue goes beyond the Dec. I 3 episode 
in which a university board majority rejected 
both sponsorship and funds for the Mississippi 
River Festival concert program here while ap¬ 
proving a planning appropriation for a Carbon¬ 
dale golf course estimated Co cost more than 
$1 million. The summer concert series involved 
a potential expenditure of $50,000 to $100.- 
000. A question which is being raised is wheth¬ 
er the present trustees have gotten their educa¬ 
tion priorities mixed up. 

Nor is the issue limited to geography— 
“the provincialism, the self-interest and even the 
jealousies of regions apart" which Dr. Ottwein 
warned against. It is true that only one trustee 
resides near SlU-SW and that most of the board 
seems to lack familiarity with and understand¬ 
ing of the Madison-Sl. Clair counties area. But 
the university board and administration showed 
considerable skill and interest at one time in 
remedying the Illinois Metropolitan higher edu¬ 
cation vacuum that had existed for so many 
y^ars. 

What is at stake is whether logic is to pre¬ 
vail in the apportionment of resources to meet 
not only past requirements but present and fu¬ 
ture needs confronting Illinois and its institutions 
of higher learning. All of the statq universities, 
the Board of Higher Education, the General As¬ 
sembly and the public have a rightful voice in 
such a decision, and their collective knowledge 
and opinions could be helpful in finding the 
right answers. 

Senator Ottwein illustrated the logic issue 
in recalling the state government's move to 
establish a Carbnndale-bascd. Springfield-relat¬ 
ed medical school and n dental school at SlU- 
SW. Carbondale had the "seniority” bul this 
region had the population, physicans. special¬ 
ists, faculty and related hospital and research fa¬ 


cilities to justify locating the school of medicine 
locally. 

SlU-SW is uniquely suited to study and 
solve urban problems—a role that could be of 
increasing importance due to the continuing 
shift of Americans from rural to urban and sub¬ 
urban environments. It can hardly live up to 
such a responsibility if it is treated like "an 
awkward stepchild," rather than the “distinctly 
individual, full-fledged univeraity" which Ott¬ 
wein envisions. 

There is no question but that the South¬ 
western campus benefited from the expertise 
and experience of SlU officials and planners, 
avoiding many pitfalls which could have hamp¬ 
ered its development during the 1960s. Such 
considerations now must be weighed against the 
outlook for the coming years. 

Is the board still sympathetic with South¬ 
western growth, diversification, improvement, 
innovation? Does it propose unlimited expan¬ 
sion of the rural-situated home campus, with 
Carbondale continuing to dominate the list of 
scheduled facilities and services? 

As has been brought out, A^'lncreasingly, 
the roles of the two campuses are diverging. 
They serve areas quite apart end different, and 
the functions in the communities in response to 
felt needs are becoming distinctly different." 
The suggested study should lake note of this 
fact and evaluate whether one or two universi¬ 
ties can best carry out these separate functions.
